Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  for  your  consideration 
my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your 
District  for  the  year  1959. 

Once  again  I  am  indebted  to  Miss  Bowes  for 
providing  the  figures  in  the  seotion  of  the  report  relating  to  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

While  examining  the  table  setting  out  the  age 
distribution  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  District.  I  have  been 
struck  by  the  fact  that  while  four  out  of  every  ten  were  of  persons 
aged  75  years  and  over,  a  third  were  of  persons  aged  between  25 
and  6if  years.  An  analysis  of  the  causes  of  these  deaths  occurring 
in  the  prime  of  life  shows  that  approximately  one  third  were  due 
to  malignancy  while  another  third  were  the  result  of  diseases  of 
the  circulatory  system,  (i.e.  heart  and  arteries).  In  the  remaining 
third  there  were  three  suicidal  and  one  accidental  death.  Much 
research  into  the  causes  of  these  diseases  is  needed;  so  that  at 
least  their  onset  can  be  delayed  until  a  much  later  age. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 

members  of  the  Public  Health-  and  Housing  Committee  'for  their  support 
during  the  year,  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  and  other  Departments 
for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 


Nursing. 

A  domiciliary  nursing  and  midwifery  service  is  available 
throughout  the  district,  as  part  of  the  County  Council's  scheme 
under  the  National  Health  Service  Aot. 

District  Nurse/Midwives  are  stationed  at  Norton,  Sherbum, 
Scagglethorpe  and  Wetwang. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  samples  are  examined  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratories  situated  at  Northallerton  and  Hull. 

Routine  samples  of  water  are  sent  to  the  Laboratory  at  Hull 
for  examination. 

Ambulance  Service. 

Ambulances  based  at  Scarborough,  Piley  and  Malt  on  are 
available  and  a  car  foy  aitting  cases  is  sited  at  Weaverthorpe. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  each  month  at  Sherbum  and 
Rillington.  , 

An  Ophthalmic  Clinic  is  held  monthly  in  Norton. 

Clinics  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  disease  are  held  each 
week  at  York  and  Scarborough. 

Hospitals. 

General  medical  and  surgical  cases  are  admitted  to 
hospitals  at  Malton,  Driffield,  Scarborough  and  York. 

Maternity  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Westow  Croft  Nursing 
Home,  Westow.

Water  Supplies. 

Sixty-one  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examinations,  fourty- seven  from  the  Council’s  supply  and  fourteen  from 
private  supplies.  Of  the  Council’s  supply  thirty-nine  samples  proved 
satisfactoiy  and  eight  unsatisfactory.  The  unsatisfactory  samples 
were  taken  from  the  Acklam  and  Stackhills  supplies.  The  faults  in 
these  supplies  were  quickly  traced  and  rectified. 

After  continuous  bad  samples  being  received  from  the  private 
supply  serving  Thorpe  Bassett  it  was  decided  to  terminate  the  supply 
and  the  Council’s  mains  now  serve  the  village. 

Refuse  Collection. 

The  monthly  collection  of  house  refuse  has  continued.  During  the 
year  the  Council  authorised  the  purchase  of  a  Karrier  Dual  Tip  refuse 
collection  vehicle  v/ith  a  view  to  accelarating  the  service.  Delivery 
of  this  vehicle  would  be  in  I960. 

The  Council  considered  that  the  many  and  varied  types  of  refuse 
containers  used  by  householders  considerably  increased  the  time  spent 
on  collection.  A  scheme  whereby  the  Council  purchased  a  large 
quantity  of  standard  type  dustbins  and  made  these  available  to  house¬ 
holders  on  either  a  rechargeable  or  hire  basis  was  adopted. 

Following  complaints  of  indescriminate  tipping  by  the  public  it 
was  decided  that  the  tip  at  Sherbum  should  be  made  available  for  the 
public  to  deposit  refuse  on  Saturday  mornings  at  a  charge  of  2/6  per 
load. 


All  the  existing  sewage  works  have  continued  to  give,  in  the  main 
satisfactory  effluents. 

During  the  year  the  new  sewerage  scheme  at  Weaverthorpe  came  into 
operation,  and  so  far  is  functioning  satisfactoiy. 

The  Council  have  programmed  the  following  new  sewerage  schemes: 

1960  -  Sherbum  and  Foxholes 

1961  -  Burythorpe  and  Thdxendale 

1962  -  Settrington  and  Scagglethorpe 

1963  -  Heslerton  and  Ganton. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

Complaints  respecting  rat  infestation  have  been  attended  to 
by  the  Council’s  sewage  works  attendant.  Several  minor  infestations 
have  been  reported  and  dealt  with.  Sewers,  ditches,  refuse  tips 
and  other  Council  property  are  regularly  inspected  and  treated  v/hen 
necessary.  Saiting  in  the  sewers  show  very  little  take. 

Following  upon  the  decision  of  the  Ministiy  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  to  cease  giving  a  disinfestation  service  to 
farmers  the  Council  decided  to  retain  the  services  of  a  former 
employee  of  the  Ministry,  now  contracting  privately,  as  and  when 
required.  A  small  retaining  fee  of  £5  per  annum  is  paid  to  obtain 
priority  service  from  this  Contractor.

House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959 

The  introduction  of  the  new  Act  in  respect  of  grants  does  not  seem 
to  have  increased  the  demand.  Thirty- seven  applications  were  received 
during  the  year  as  against  thirty-five  in  1958.  Of  the  applications 
received,  twenty-nine  were  for  discretionary  grants  and  eight  for 
standard  grants;  all  of  these  were  approved. 

Demolition  of  Houses.
